Blast Causes D Damage P 
$15,900—Victims Get it 
Full Force

OTTAWA, Deo, 19,-—Explosion of 
an acetylene tank in the Farmers’ 
Rapids plant of the Gatineau Power 
company late yesterday injured nine 
men and caused damage of $15,000 
to plant equipment, The men are 
euffering from severe burns and 
chock but all are expected to re- 
cover, 

The explosion is believed to have 
to insufficient air pressure 
in the tank, allowing the 
back down and ignile the gas, The 
tank first burst into flames and while 
the workmen were engaged in pulling 
out the fire, the gas exploded. 
blast bew out more than 200 windows 
/in the plant and shook buildings for 
jsome distance around 

The injured were rushed to hospitals 
in Hull and Oitawa where they were 
al! reported as doing well 

All nine men were grouped closely 
around the tank when the flame 
backed into the tank but they stuck | 
to the job of extinguishirg the fire 
The explosion threw them some feet 
away and several of them got the full

Storms at Sea and Fog on| 
Land Cause Series of 
Tragedies

LONDON, Dec, 18—Storms at 
fea and fog on land were the cause 
of a series of ship and train wrecks 
Friday in which at least 30 persons 
were believed to have perished. 
Three shipwrecks were reported | 
from the North sea and surround- 


ing waters, with a probable toss of | 
28 lives. Near Dagenham, in Essex, 
® passenger train crashed into the 
rear of a freight train, killing at 
least two persons and injuring 40 
or 50. 

The train wreck was blamed on the 
heavy fog. 

The two leading cars of the passen- 
ger train were overturned and many

Bracken Gives 
Railway Group 
’Toba’s Views

WINNIPEG, Dec, 19.—Views of 
the Manitoba government on the 
Canadian railway situation were 
prevented to the Royal Commission 
on Railways today by Premier John 
Bracken and his colleagues in the 
cabinet, Headed by Mr, Justice L.

RAILWAY COMPETITION OR RAIL- 
WAY MONOPOLY? 


At the sitting of the inves.igating com- 
mission at. Regina, the associated boards 
of trade of Saskatchewan cities and towns 
lodged a protest against any amalgama- 
tion of the two transcontinental railway 
systems, under public or private manage- 
ment. The boards represented were those 
of Regina, Saskatoon, Moose Jaw, Prince 
Albert, Yorkton, Swift Current, Weyburn, 
Estevan and North Battleford. 

As alternative means of enabling the 
railways to pull through their present dif- 
ficulties, and of providing ‘satisfactory 
service to their patrons, the following sug- 
gestions were offered: 

1, That unnecessary duplication of ser- 
vices be eliminated. 

2. That branch lines be constructed by 
the ‘railway best able to operate each par- 
ticular branch. 

3. That busses, trucks 
be regarded as common 
brought under regulation. 

4. That a study be made of the branch 
railway problem with a view to maintain- 
ing efficient service. 

5. That any increase in freight rate 
structures be opposed. 

6. That there be an early completion 
of the necessary facilities at Churchill to 

ensure the efficient and early operation 
of the Hudson Bay Railway. 

7. That there be an adjustment of the 
present marine insurance rates in respect 
to traffic to and from Churchill. 

These representations come from that 
class in the community whose members 
are peculiarly qualified to speak with au- 
thority on the railway question in its re- 
lation to general business. Western busi- 
ness men have to know freight rates, and 
traffic conditions and requirements, if 
they are to survive. They have had ex- 
perience both of railway monopoly and of 
railway competition, "There is every rea- 
son to suppose that what the business men 
of Saskatchewan think of railway mono- 
poly is substantially what the business 
men of the three prairie provinces tuink on 
that subject. 

However the pill may be sugar-coated, 
railway amalgamation means railway 
monopoly. Railway monopoly means the 
arbitrary fixing of rates, and the arbitrary 
apportionment of service, with considera- 
tion for the interests of the railways first 
and consideration for the interests of the 
public, or of any section of the* country, 
merely incidental, The public view is that

the railways were built to facilitate the 
development of the country and to carry 
its traffic. The viewpoint of the manager 
of a railway monopoly, whether publicly- 
owned or privately-owned, necessarily is 
that the country exists to support the rail- 
ways. 

It is quite true that the railways are 
carrying an overload of debt. But a good 
share of that debt should never have been 
loaded onto them, and ought to be writ- 
ten off forthwith. Another large share 
represents building that was done in ad- 
vance of the time, to accommodate further 
settlement and take care of traffic which 
that settlement will create. 

Amalgamation might be a convenient 
way of saddling upon the traffic of the 
west the whole existing burden of railway 
debt, instead of reducing that debt to what 
it should be. It would certainly provide 
parliament with a convenient excuse for 
refusing to make further railway exten- 
sions in the west, for cutting down service 
to the minimum, and for so manipulating 
train schedules as to discriminate in favor 
of one section of the west as against an- 
other. 

Precisely to the degree that amalgama- 
tion would make that kind of railway 
management possible, and because it would 
make it possible, the business interests of 
Alberta and Manitoba should at this time 
make plain, as the business men of Sas-

Found Not Guilty of Being 
Members of an Unlaw- 
ful Assembly Here 


Frank Clarke, William Bundy and 
Louis Hartman were found not guilty 
of being members of an unlawful 
assombly by His Honor Judge J. L. 
Crawford in the district court on Sat- 
urday morning. ‘Their trial had com- 
menced on Friday. 

The assembly in question was that 
in front of the police station on July 
9 last when an effort was made to 
effcet the release of a Communist 
named Nicholson, who had delivered 
an address to a gathering of about 600 
jon the market square. 

In handing down his judgment, His 
Honor said that even accepiing the 
police evidence in its most favorable 
light, the men accused did nothing 
to incite trouble nor excite the crowd 

Even if they were there, the police 
eviderce showed they were peaceful 
onlookers and the crown, in order to 
establish guilt. must go further and 
prove that they had a common pur- 
}pose with those Communisis whom 
he had convicted on a previous occa- 
sion of being members of the same 
assembly But the crown's  cas¢ 
showed no such linking with a com- 
mon purpose. He felt that the weighi 
of the evidence was in accused's favor 
and he accordingly acquitted them 

J. W. McClung appeared for the 
crown and R, F, Jackson defended, 

Addressing the court on behalf of 
his clients, Frank Clarke, William 
Bunday and Louls Hartman, charged 
in the district court before His Honor 
Judge J. L. Crawford with having 
been members of an unlawful assembly 
in front of the city police station on 
July 9 last, R. F. Jackson, defence 
counsel claimed that with the excep- 
tion of Clarke, who had been arrested 
on the scene though not participating 
in any disturbance, they had proved 
that they were not members of the 
alleged assembly. 

The case likely will be concluded 
during Saturday.
